This work, which is uniform in size and style with that issued by the 
Austrian Government in 1892, has been printed at the Imperial Press, Vienna. 

Since it was first announced in February, 1906, the author has had placed 
at his disposal so much interesting and new material, that it has been found 
necessary to considerably enlarge the contents of the book. Instead of the 
one hundred illustrations mentioned in the preliminary prospectus the text 
coutains nearly four hundred reproductions illustrating the history of ancient 
carpets. In addition there are forty-nine wholly or partly-coloured reproduc¬ 
tions instead of the thirty announced previously. 

The woik is a complete history of carpet-making from the earliest 
times to about 1800, when the really fine Persian work ended.
